CRISIS SEEMS 10 BE AT HAND 


Premier's Answer te Minister Woodford 
Has Significant Look, 


TROUBLE SEEMS ALMOST CERTAIN 


The Spanish Preparations Are All Very 
Warlike and the Madrid Press 
Has a Strong Anti-Ameri- 


can Tenor at Present

Washington, February 8.—(Special.)—The 
surface indications al! pcint to a crisis fn 
the Cuban policy of the administration. 
The news from Madrid is anything but 
reassuring to those optimists who have 
been dictating the foreign relations of our 
government and who nursed the hope of 
an early end of Cuban hostilities brought 
about in such a way to reflect credit 
upon the party in power. 

Peace at any cost—is the McKinley policy, 
and such a peace as might in some way 
help the republican party out of its pres- 
ent troubles has been the hope. 

There is now no question that the Sa gas- 
{a ministry has given a very positive ‘‘no”’ 
for its answer to Minister Woodford's 
polite request that an agreement for an 
early ending of the Cuban war be given, 
and that reply is taken here as being noth- 
ing more nor less than a distinct declara- 
tion to the United States that her inter- 
and interference in Cuban affairs 
is in no sense desired nor will be permit- 
ted. 

With a party in power that did not rep- 
resent directly or indirectly the holders 
of the Spanish bonds, that Sagasta reply 
woud bring out a ringing declaration/ in 
favor of the Cuban patriots that would 
fire not only the coyntry, but the world. 
We have no. such party. in controt of the 
government. The repubt*ans talked big 
enough in their platform, but this Cuban 
plank has proved just as sincere as that 
declaration in favor of bimetallism. Both 
were put in there golely to catch votes. 
They did not then represent the interests 
in control of that party, they do not now 
represent these interests, and they were 
never intended be of any effect. 

The Republican Policy. 

The whole policy of the republican party 

in respect te Cuba has been this: 


To bring about an early end to hostill- 
ties in any way poss:ble: under cover 
of non-intervention: to give secret if 
not open aid to the Spanish: to wasist 
in @very way the Spanish efforts to 
crush out the patriots by butchery and 
starvation—recognizing that in no other 
manner could the Cuban cause _ be 
erushed; on the surface, to go just as 
far toward forcing action on the Span- 
iards as could be done without this ac- 
tion being misunderstocd at Madrid. 


It never has been McKinley’s policy to 
let this country become entangled in war, 
for, no matter what may come, the re- 
publican party will uphold the interests 
of those bondholders. A war will be pre- 
vented now, if it 1s possible. 

There has been no misunderstanding of 
this feeling of friendliness by the Spanish 
political leaders, and there 
derstanding of it now. The policy of this 
eountry has been carefully fashioned to fit 
that of the Spanish government. 
there has necessarily be@™ some little fric- 
tion times, for this ‘“.amerigan’’ policy 
has to be kept concealed beneath a 
surface of apparent neutrality; but 
until now there has been but one

There is a clash now. It comes from the 
very obvious fact that they on the other 
side of the water have been playing at pol- 
itics as well as we—that the Gagasta gov- 
ernment is playing for ite_own preservation, 
just as the McKinley government is. 

The Spanish Politics in It. 

So long as the McKinley policy did not 
create an anti-American feeling in Spain— 
so long as the American policy_could be 
explained to the Spanish masses as friend- 
ship—the two governments were able to go 
along hand in hand. The Sagasta ministry 
desires to hold on to its control of the 
government. In the present state of feel- 
ing in that country the only way to do this 
is by catering to the anti-American sent-- 
ment, and all the explanations in the world 
would not make the Spanish masses be- 
lieve that the policy of this country has 
been other than unfriendly. 

Your Spaniard knows but one rule in war- 
fare: “If you’re not with me, yowre against 
me.’ Gagasta knows that the McKinley 
administration has done all in its power to 
aid the Spanish cause, but the Spanish 
masses do not know it, and just now 5Sa- 
gasta and his political associates are cn- 
gaged in a great struggle for the control 
of the cortes. Anti-Americanism is popu- 
lar. Just as the MeKinley administration, 
for political reasons, does not care to dis- 
close its real position on the Cuban ques- 


tion, fearing the wrath of ihe people of | 


this country, so Sagasta is compelHed to re- 
pudiate any friendliness toward Amer-.ca, 
fearing the wrath of those upon whom he 
depends for office. 

Ought To Call for Action. 

A split was inevitable and it has come. 
The details are carefully concealed from 
the public, but there is every evidence that 
the reply of the Spanish premier, made as 
it is for the purpose of home consumpton, 
is of a nature that ought to compel this 
government to take some sort of positive 
action to preserve its self-respect. Events 
have hurried on this crisis. That unloolied- 
for visit of the Maine to Havana started 
things going and they seem in a fair way 
to get beyond control. 

‘here is no reasonable doubt 
prompted the sending of the Maine to Ha- 
vana. Despite all the efforts of the pro- 
Spanish newspapers to make it appear 
that DeLome Was overjoyed at the visi, 
and that he was cognizant of every move- 
ment if he @id not actually suggest the 
visit as “an aet of friendship,” there is no 
doubt that the ship was sent in response 
to the direct demand of General Lee and 
that such demand was backed by a threat 
to close up the consulate and leave the 
island unless prompt auction was taken. 

Of course nobody familiar with the situa- 
tion there has believed for a minute. the 
fairy stories that the state department 
gave out This “friendly visit’”’ business is 
the ver'est rot. The Maine had deen placed 
at the disposal of General Lee some time 
before, or rather had been sent to the 
Florida keys with the idea that of the 
ships of the navy she was most available 
for this particular mission. It was given 
out at the navy department that she was 
to hold herself in readiness to respond to 
the request of the American consul general, 
but that statement was not literally cor- 
rect, for the orders under which the Maine 
went to Havana were issued by Secretary 
Long and sent from bere. 

Lee Made Urgent Demand. 

They were sent in response to the de- 
mands of the consul general made in cipner 
telegrams sent by him to the president di- 
rect. Bleneo had suddenly left Havana. 
He had left on the day tiat anil-Amer.can 
riots were scheduled to occur and Havana 
Wag excited over reports of Spanish defeats 
within a comparatively short distance of 
the capital. General Lee, who had kept 
the most practical wateh on developments, 
felt that trouble was impending and the 
result was his strong telegrams to the 
president, 

. The president and members of his cabinet 
were at Secretary MeKenuna’s eating that 
farewell dinner when these telegrams were 
hurried over to the president. The con- 
tents of them were made known und there 
was a sort of informal cabinet meeting, at 
which it was decided that the demand of 
the consul general must be promptly met. 
DeLome, who is foxy enough to find him- 
seif consulted on all matters pertaining to 
the Cuban situation, was sent for and met 
Secretary Long at the state department. 
The situation was explained to him and, 
so the story goes, he protested vigorously, 
reiterating what he ‘had said a few days 
before that such action would be taken by 
the Spanish as tantamornt to a declaration 
of war. 

How the Story Was Concocted. 

But faced with the devermination of the 
president to send the ship and realizing 
that there would be worse trouble if this 
were not done and Lee made good his 
threat to come home, he and the secretary 
of the navy cooked up that pleasant story 
about Spain’s acquiescence.. This story 
has been so skiiifully elaborated by some 
of those papers which are mouthpieces for 
DeLome that it has been made to appear 
that DeLome was not only delighted at 
the visit of ihe [Maine, but that he actually 
suggested it himself. 

Nothing quite equal to this as a fairy 
story has been sent out from Washington 
for years. 

Of course it is natural that the officials 
of the stute and the navy departments 
should conceal the real faets from the 
public. When they did give out anything 
about the Maine’s trip across they carefully 
refrained trom telling the truth as to the 
t-me of her departure from llorida bay and

ish navy, the purpose of which cannot 
be misunderstood. The failure of the au- 
tonomy scheme is so apparent to everybody 
that those who tried hard to endorse it 
have had to give that up as a bad job 
The news of troubles in the so-called Cu- 
ban cabinet creates Mo surprise.

‘“Inteli:gence, which apparently 
worthy, was received of the intention of 
the khalifa to advance against the kgyp- 
tian army in the Soudan, and I have there- 
fore given direct.ons that a contingent of 
British troops should be dispatehed to Ber 
Ber to the assistance of his highness, the 
khedive. . 

“T have concluded a treaty of friendship 
anu commerce w.th hig majesty, the em- 
peror of Abyssinia. 

“The report of the commission on 
December, 18%, to inquire into 
the condition of certa'n ef my West Indian 
colonies has conclusively established the 
existence of severe 4) ~sasion fim those 
colenies, caused by the heavy fall in the 
price of sugar, which is mainly attributable 
to the reduction in the cost of production 
and the great inerease in its extent ol re- 
cent years. But the fall has been artt- 
ficially stimulated by the system of boun- 
ties to producers and manufacturers of 
beet roots sugar, maintained in many Fu- 
ropean stutes. There are signs of grow- 
ing opinion in those states that this 
tem is injurious to the general interests 
of their population and communications are 
now in progress between my government 
and the government principally concerned, 
with a view to a conference on the sub- 
ject. which, I trust, may result in the 
abolition of the bounties. In the meanh- 
time measures will be proposed to yeu 
for the relief of the immediate necessities 
of the West Indian colonies, for encourag- 
ing other industries and for assist’ng those 
engaged in sugar cultivation to tide over 
the present crisis. 


Refers to Wars in the East. 


“On the northwestern borders of my In- 
dian emp'’re an organized outbreak of 
fanaticism, which epread in the summer 
alone the frontier, induced many of the 
tribes to break their engagement with my 
government, to attack the mil-tary posts in 
their vicinity, and even to invade the 
settled district of my territory. I was 
compelled to send expeditions against thea 
offending tribes for the punishment of the 
outrages and to insure peace in the future. 
A portion of the Afridis tribes have not 
yet accepted the terms offered them, but 
elsewhere the operat’ons have been brought 
to a very successful close. The courage 
and endurance exhibited by my troops, 
British and native, have overcome almost 
insuperable difficulties in the country in 
which they were operatng, but I have to 
deplore the loss of many valuable lives, 
both amongst my own troops and those 
whose services were voluntarily and loyva!- 
lv piaced at my disposal by the native 
princes of my Indian empire.” 

Her majesty then rejoices at 
that there is reason to ant cipate a 
perous year, both for agriculture and com- 
merece, throughout India, 

“Gentlemen of the House of Commons—

armaments now maintained by other na- 
tions, the duty of providing for the defense 
of the empire involves an expenditure be- 
yond former precedent.”

Salisbury Speaks at Length. 

Lord Salisbury satd the concessions the 
government had asked for in return for 
Chinese loans were, without exception, di- 
res ted toward ihcreasing and freeing the 
trade with China, and con‘ained nothing 
Hjurious to China herself, 

“Regarding the opening of Ta-Lien-

“It is obvious to evervone knowing the 
country well that the country behind Ta- 
Lien-Wan is practically worthless. No 
trace could arise till the railway reached 
the port. A few davs afterwards, Sir 
Claude Macdonaid reported that the com- 
promise Was accented as a cordition of 
the loan; and since I have heard no more 
about Ta-Lien-Wan. But I am bound to 
say I am not very much interested. as T 
recently received from Russia a wr'iten 
assurance that any port they obtain leave 
to employ as an outlet for their commerce 
will be a free port for all the commerce of 
this country. A free port is much better 
thin a treaty port. and thus having ascer- 
tained that Ta-I[jen-Wan was to be a free 
port. it interests us very little indeed ta 
will be a treaty port or 
noe. 

“I may say that similar assurances have 
been made us by the German government 
réesvecting the territory they recently occu- 
Indeed, the German government 
went further and were more flattering to us. 
for the German ambassador told me they 
had concluded that our manner of deal'ng 
with svueh things was better than theirs, 
ard in this instanee. at any rate. they in- 
tended to imitate ovr methods. Rerarding 
the loan I hope, in 2 fewdays to lav the 
papers on the table dealing with it. but T 
warn the noble earl that the ‘nformation 
will be exceedingly scanty when it ap- 
pears.”’ 

Turning to India, Lord Sal‘sbury declared 
that the troubles with the Afridis were not 
due to the occupation of the Chitral nor 
to fanaticism, but to terror at the anproach 
of civilization. It was only intended to oe- 
cupy such add'tional posts on the frontier 
as competent military authorities deemed 
absolutely necessary.

Will Not Conflict with Em- 
peror William. 


Berlin, February 8.—In the reichstag to- 
day Count Posadowski, minister of the 


interior, speaking of the United States 
treatment of German sugar, said negotia- 
tions were progressing, the result of which 
must be awaited. 

Baron Von Thielmann, the secretary of 
the imperial treasury, admitted that the 
complainants of unfa:r customs treatment 
of German sugars were justified, and he 
thought that the revivai of the American 
beet sugar industry was especially inju- 
rious to the German export trade. 


. 


Herr. Richter, the radical leader, * refer- 
ring to the Chinese question, inv.ted the 
government to give full details of the posi- 
tion regarding Germany’s treaty with Rus- 
sia, negotiations for the loan and collateral 
matters. 

Baron Von Buelow sald the government 
was not desirous of veil ng its foreign pol- 
icy, but it was impossible prematurely to 
divulge confidential negotiations, though 
the government was fully aware of its re- 
sponsibility to the country. ‘The «dispatch 
of a squadron to K.ao-Chou was not, he 
declared, an improvisation, but Was ‘an 
“expression of well considered, calm and 
clearly defined policy.” 

Baron Von Buelow then proceeded to jus- 
tify the acquisition of a point of support 
in eastern Asia as an absolute n-cessity, 
looking to Germany’s rapidly growing in- 
terests in one of the choicest markets of 
the world for imports if she did not ces.re 
to become a second or third-rate puwer in 
Asia, for every other power, even VPortu- 
gal and the Netherlands, had territorial 
possessions there, 

“Furthermore,” he continued, “for the 
protection of the missionaries. Bishop An- 
zer declared the occupat.on of K:iao-Chou 
a matter of life and death. Our relations 
with the powers were in no way disturbed 
thereby. We are in harmony with Iussia, 
whose interests do not conflict with ours 
anywhere in Europe and are with ours 
in Asia. As sincere friends, we regard 
Russia’s natural development with unen- 
vious sympathy. (Cheers.) 

‘And France’s efforts to obtain fresh 
trade outlets in Tonquin are quite nat- 
ural, while it is far from us to oppose 
England’s just interests in any way or 
in any d@Trection. 

“Despite contrary views in English news- 
papers, it is well Known in authoritative 
quarters in London that in the interests of 
peace and culture we desire to cuitivate 
relations of harmon‘ous co-opration with 
Great Britain. (Renewed cheers.) Our 
modest demands have neither menaced the 
integrity of China nor called for justifia- 
ble objections in our part."’ 

Baron Von Buelow repeated that Cer- 
many desired the continued existence of 
the Chinese empire and saw no reason why 
it should not last another 3,000 years. Nor 
had Germany any intention of encroaching 
in any way upon the interests of Japan, 
“whose rapid development inspires us with 
respect.”’ 

In conclusion he gaid: 

“English, French and Russian interests 
are equally far removed in Kiao-Chou, 
which is regarded as eminently to Ger- 
man needs for the construction of railways 
and harbor works. We rely upon the co- 
operation of German private capital. We 
believe the seed we have sown will bear 
good fruit. We'shall proceed step by step, 
not as conquistadors or calculators, but 
as able merchants, lke the Maccabees of 
yore, a weapon in one hand, but a trow- 
el in the other. I have raised no castles 
in the a'r. The acquisition of K'ao-Chov 
will be conducive to the propagation of 
the Christian faith, as well as the econom- 
ical development and political power of the 
German people.” (Loud cheers.)

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DE LOME DENOUNCES McKINLEY. 


Letter Declares That the President Is 
‘“‘a Low Politician.’’ 
New York, February §&.—The Press to- 


morrow will say representatives of the 


Cuban junta yesterday gave out copies of 
a letter signed ‘“‘Errique Dupuy de Lome,” 


whe is minister of Spain at Wash'‘ngton, 


and addressed to Jose Canalejas, who went 
to Cuba last September as Premier Sagas- 
ta’s representative. In this letter the Span- 
ish minister refers to President McKinley 
as ‘‘weak and catering to the rabble”’ and 
as a “low politician who desires to stand 
well with the jingsoes of his party.” 

The Washington correspondent of The 
Press says that when a copy of the letter 
was shown -to Minister de Lome he prompt- 
ly pronounced it a forgery. He also says 
that an official of the state department, dis- 
cussing the matter, said: 


“De Lome did not write the letter. The 
Cuban junta has been imposed upon by 
somebody.’’ 

On the other hand, Horace lL. Rubeno, 
counsel for the Cuban junta, said: 

“We know absolutely that this letter is 
genuine. A man risked his life to obtain it. 
We do not hesitate to acknowledge that it 
was stolen from Canalejas. It is written on 
the paper of the legation. The handwriting 
is De Lome’s and the signature is his. He 
may deny it until he is black in the face, 
but it is genuine and everybody who has 
seen it knows that it is. The man who stole 
it abstracted it from the envelope and left 
the latter. If he had attempted to steal the 
envelope or had stolen the envelope he never 
would have got away with the letter.” 

Mr. Rubeno was asked about the trans- 
lation and if there might not be some 
danger that it be wrong. He replied: 

“No, the transiation was made in the 
office by men who thoroughly understand 
both languages and it is as near correct 
as a transiation can be.” 

“Where is the letter?” he was asked. 

“That I decline to ancwer.”’ 

De Lome Makes Denial. 

Washington, February &.—Knowledge 
that a letter was public, claimed to have 
been written by Minister Dupuy de Lome, 
in which the president was criticised was 
current in Washington ténight. When ac- 
quainted with this fact the Spanish min- 
ister declared if such a ietter was in exist- 
ence tt was a pure fabrication without an 
fota of truth in it. 

Among congressmen and diplomats it was 
considered probable that should the letter 
be proven authentic it would result in a 
change of ministers.

Washington, February 8.—The house to- 
day entered upon the consideration of the 
Aldrich-Plowman contested election case 
from the fourth Alabama district. 

The majority of the committee reported 
in favor of seating the republican contest- 
ant on the ground of conspiracy, an alle- 
gation vigorously denied by the democratic 
minority. 

Mr. Plowman’s plurality on the face of 
the returns was 2,967. The majority revised 
the figures so as to give Aldrich a plural- 
ity of 32. Two speeches were made to- 
day on each side, by Messrs. Taylor, of 
Ohio, and Mann, of lLllinois, and Messrs. 
Fox, of Mississippi, and Settle of Ken- 
tucky, for the minority. 

It is expected that a vote will be reached 
tomorrow. Mr. Plowman, the sitting mem- 
ber, is a democrat, and Mr. Aldrich was the 
populist and republican candidate. The ma- 
jority of the committee reported solidly in 
favor of unseating Mr. Plowman. 

Mr. Taylor, Who opened the debate with

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A PRISON MATRON 


Blne-Bearded Mexican Is Pardened Oat 
of Kansas Penitentiary. 


SERVED UNDER ASSUMED NAME 


Sent Up for Thirty Years for Killing « 
Man in Self-Defense. 


IN THE PEN HE CAPTIVATES THE MATRON 


‘Woman Secures His Release and Then 
Weds the Man Who Wore 
the Stripes. 


Kansas City, Mo., February 8.—A ecion 
of a prominent Mexican family languish- 
ing, unknown, in the Kansas state peniten- 
tlary for six years for murder done in 
self-defense, hls pardon after three years 
of untiring effort on the part of the matron 
of that institution and their final marriage 
by a justice of the peace, culminating in a 
revelation of hie identity, are the chapters 
in a most remarkable story of real life 
made public here today. 

The principats are Presciliana L. Conpio, 
whose late father, Presciliana Corp‘o, was 
a millionaire and ex-postmaster general of 
Mexico, and Mrs. Mattie U. Peebles, of 
Dispatch, Kas., a widow. 

In the early eighties a young Mexican 
who gave his name as Camilio Lopez came 
to Kansas City with a bunch of cattle from 
Guanajuato, Mex'!co, his home. He was a 
handsome, dashing fellow who dressed well 
and spent money freely. In a short time 
his money was gone. He went to Wichita. 
Kan., and made a living as a street vender. 
One night after an unusually good day’s 
businiess he was lured into a resort by a 
Mrs. Sam Dodson. Dodson soon arrived on 
the scene and began making trouble for 
the Mexican. Mrs. Dodson claimed in 
court later that Dodson was demanding an 
expiunation of the Mexican’s conduct and 
the Mexican ga'a Dodson and his wife had 
tried to rob him. At any rate Lopez stab- 
bed Dodson to death. Lapez could not talk 
English and he did not know how to go 
about a defense. The court assigned him 
an attorney and in the trial he was con- 
victed of murder. Judge Christopher Reed 
sentenced him to thirty years in the peni- 
tentlary 

The general opinion was that the sen- 
tence was unjust, but Lopes had neither in- 
fluence nor money with which to secure a 
new trial. At the penitentiary he learned 
to talk BPnglish quickly. He worked at 
the tailor trade, but was sent into the li- 
brary frequercy and there met and be- 
came acquainted with the matron, Mrs. 
Mattie U. Peebles. The matron becamé 
interested in the good looking Mexican and 
as they worked together she drew from 
him his story. Feeling positive that Lopez 
was innocent Mrs, Peebles set about to 
prove so ty the governor. She visited 
Wichita and gathered facts to show that 
the Killiz:e of Dodson was done in self-de 
fense. ‘Then she obtained the signatures of 
prominent men to a petition for his re- 
lease. It was three years ago this month 
that Mrs. Peebles began to interest herself 
in Lopez’s behalf and on January 19th of 
this year he was pardoned by Governor 
Leedy. | 

In the meantime Mattie Peebles had left 
the penitentiary and was living with 
grown son and daughter near Dispel 
Kas. Both of her children have recently 
married and for a time she has been liv'ng 
alone. When Lopez was freed he wrote 
her a long letter. It resulted in bringing 
Mrs. Peebles to Kansas City Sunday morn- 
ing and yesterday, !: was given out today, 
they were marrie@ by Judge Ebert in a 
room in the Brevort house, a second-class 
hotel. Then followed the revelation of the 
man’s identity. 

Mhe groom is short and slender. He has 
delicate features, long, straight black hair 
and plercing black eyes. The marriage 
license places his age at forty-one and 
that of his bride at forty-six years. She 
is rather ta!l. Her face is round and full, 
while her dark brown hair ts flacked with 
gray. The couple shave started for Mexico 
on their honeymoon to visit Corplo’s 
family.

Mrs. James 0. West, of New York, 
Robbed of Jewelry in St. Louis. 

St. Louis, February 8.—The police report 
that Mrs. James O. West, of New York, 
who is visiting here at the home of Frank 
L. Norton, has suffered the loss of $7,090) 
worth of diamonds and jewelry which 
was taken by sneak thieves while the 
family and their guest were at dinner last 
night. 

Mrs. West is an aunt of Mr. Norton. 
With her husband, a wealthy capitalist, 
she lives at the Waldorf-Astoria hotel and 
is a well-known figure in New York so- 
ciety. 

The jewels stolen were collected during 
years of travel in all parts of the world 
and could not be duplicated for many times 
their purchase price. 

Mrs. West and her husband have been 
at the Norton residence two weeks. The 
lady brought with her to St. Louis $39.000 
worth of diamonds. They were a!! in the 
room to which the porch climbers effected 
an entrance. 

Detectives all over the world will be 
on the lookout for the jewels, all of which 
are catalogued and known to dealers in 
America and Europe. 

The jewels etolen were those that had 
been worn by Mrs. West and put off while 
she went to dinner. A _ portion of the 
$23,000 worth of jewelry that the robbers 
failed to get was locked up in a cabinet. 

A diamond necklace valued at $7,000 was 
concealed in a hat box under the bed. 
Among the articles stolen were a number 
of costly gems purchased in Egypt last 
summer. 

It is said that connoisseurs coneidered Mrs. 
West's collection of Egyptian jewelry sec- 
ond only to that owned Sy Sarah Bern- 
hardt. 


MURDER MYSTERY IN NEW YORE 


Body of a Man, Horribly Mutilated, 
Found in East River Yesterday. 


New York, February 8—The mutilated 
body of a man without a stitch of cloth- 
ing on it was found in the East river to- 
day. Half of the head was missing, the 
right leg was cut off at the hip, the left 
leg was cut off at the knee and both arms 


| were gone, having been cut off close to 


the shoulder. 

The police believe that another murder

Ben- 
del refused to deliver his man until the 
‘Inited States marshal had g’ven him a re- 
eeipt. After considerable wrangling this 
was done and the marshal took ‘charge of 
Von Der Ahe. J. Scott Ferguson, his at- 
torney, then signed a bail bond for $2,500, 
which released the magnate until tomorrow 
morning at 10 o’clock when a hearing in 
the habeas corpus proceedings will be had. 

Von Der Ahe’s attorney says the arrest 
of his client was clearly illegal and that 
he will go back to St. Louis tomorrow un- 
der protection and not in custody. 

Von Der <Ahe, on his arrival here, was 
mervous and plainly tshowed marks of 
travel. His clothing was disarranged, but- 
tons were torn from his coat and vest and 
altogether he presented a marked contrast 
to the natty and well-attired Von Der Ahe 
who has frequently visited this city pre- 
viously in a professional] way. He is very 
indignant at the manner in which he was 
captured and the subsequent treatment 
dnd says ke will fight the case through to 
the end. He expects t6 get even yet with 
the eaptors. 

Tonight Mr. Von Der Ahe is the guest 
of Attorney Ferguson at his East End man- 
sion. 

The litigation between Baldwin and Von 
Der Ahe was commenced in 1891, and grew 
out of the dispute between the National 
League and American Association. Baldwin 
was connected with the Pittsburg club and 
Von Der Ahe was president of the St. Lous 
acsociation club. The former went to B:. 
Louis to secure Pitcher King and was ar- 
reS.cu On a charge ui OONepiecy preleried 
by Von Der Ahe. 

When the case was tried Baldwin was 
discharged. He then brought suit against 
Von Der Ahe for malicious prosecution and 
asked $10,000 damages. Von Der Ahe was 
arrested in Pittsburg and Nimick became 
his surety. The case wags tried twice and 
verdicts given both times for §2,5W. 

Von Der Ahe appealed to the supreme 
court, but the lower court was sustained. 
As nothing was secured on an execution 
issued against Von Der Ahe and the sher- 
iff made a return that the defendant couid 
not be found in the county, his bondsman, 
Nimick, decided to have him brought to 
this aity to forestall proceedings for re- 
coverey on the bond. 

If he ts surrendered by his bondsman in 
Pittsburg and fails to pay the amount of 
the verdict against him with the interest 
and costs, he can be placed in jail. He 
would have to stay there sixty days before 
he could apply to the court for his release 
under the insolvent law. It would then rest 
with the court whether or not he would be 
released.

Talking Through His Hat. 

Jerry Simpson, who is an up-to-date 
populist and a very active member of 
Mr. T. B. Reed’s athletic association, 
is also of an inquiring nature. Recently, 
in the course of his investigations, he 
discovered that Mr. Dingley, the great 
high priest of protection, is sporting a 
British pot hat. 

This at once raised a very curious is- 
sue.

While the protec- 
tionist manufacturers are reducing the 
wages of American labor, Mr. Dingley is 
trying to give it “dignity” by means 
of a high tariff. He is probably of the 
opinion that “dignity” is a good sub- 
stitute for wages, and it may be, but 
the average workingman would be will- 
ing to swap “dignity” for wages. 

However, that is not the point at issue. 
Jerry Simpson found Dingley sporting a 
British stamped hat, whereupon Mr. 
Dingley ups and says he bought the hat 
in Lewiston; that it was manufactured 
in New York, and that the maker uses 
the London stamp because it makes his 
hats sell better. 

Certainly the London stamp made the 
hat sell better in Dingley’s case, but 
what sort of a North American popula- 
tion have they got in the east that a 
London stamp makes goods sell better, 
even to Mr. Dingley, than an American 
stamp would? More than that, why 
should Mr. Dingley, who stands, as he 
declares, for the dignity of American 
labor, select a London stamped hat? 
Why should he encourage fraud by pay- 
ing it a premium? 

How does he know the hat was made 
in New York? Did the manufacturer 
tell him so? The conclusi6n of the pub- 
lic must be that Dingley is talking 
through his hat, and it ig the same hat 
he talked through when he said _ the 
Dingley law would restore prosperity. 

Fire Departments in Politics. 

A city fire department, in order to 
render efficient service, should be wholly 
divorced from politics. So long as it re- 
mains in politics it cannot possibly com- 
mand the undivided confidence of the 
community nor offer adequate protec- 
tion to property interests. 

As to the charges recently preferred 
against the chief of the Augusta fire 
department, The Constitution has noth- 
ing to say bearing on the truth or falsi- 
ty of the charges. Without undertaking 
to pronounce judgment, either one way 
or the other, upon the facts in the case 
The Constitution merely observes that 
if the chief of the Augusta fire depart- 
ment has really prostituted his office to 
corrupt purposes and dragged it into 
ward politics, there is cause for serious 
apprehension and alarm on the part of 
every property owner in Augusta, If 
the charges preferred against the chief 
of the fire departmnet are without foun- 
dation, it is due to the peaple of Augus- 
ta, whose property interests are at 
stake, as well as to that officer himself 
that the charges should be promptly met 
With abundant proof to the’ contrary. 
There is too much involved in the re- 
sponsibility placed upon the fire depart- 
ment of a city for its efficiency to be 
subjected to the contaminating influence 
of politics. 

‘But Augusta is not the only city whose 
fire department has been criticised on 
the score of political corruption. The 
same complaint has been repeatedly 
made against the fire department of Sa- 
vannah; and, judging from the reckless 
display of indifference manifested by the 
Savannah firemen on last Sunday night 
both in going to the rescue of St. John’s 
cathedral and in fighting the flames af- 
ter arriving upon the scene, there ap- 
pears to be some ground for complaint. 
If the object of sustaining a local fire de- 
partment is to deal out plums to polit- 
ical favorites, then it is all right to keep 
it in polities, and the department is not 
to be censured for allowing property to 
be destroyed; but.if the object of sus- 


» taining a fire department is to protect 


the property rights of the community, 
then it should be lifted out of politics 
entirely. 

Happily for Atlanta, her skirts are 
clear of the charges brought agdinst 
Augusta and Savannah?’ Her fire depart- 
ment is absolutely free from the 
least vestige of political control, and 
naturally property owners feel secure 
in the protection which it affords. When 
a destructive fire occurs in \Atlanta it 
may be put down as a very rare thing. 
Our local fire department deservedly 
ranks as one of the most efficient in the 
United States, and the reason for it is 
that its management has never been ex 
posed to the baleful influence of poli- 
tics. It is here for business—not poli- 
tics.

The Lewiston (Maine) Journal says 
that ‘cotton mill. stocks in the long run 
will be worth more in New England 
than in the cotton belt. Established in- 
dustries are not easily dislodged. Cheap- 
ness in the folks is dearness in the pro- 
duct.” 

A schoolboy might commit himself to 
such reasoning as that, but he would 
have to be a very stupid one. Even Mr. 
McKinley’s maxims are more logical— 
especially that latest one: “It is better 
to maul a mill than to mill a maul.” 

If the New England mills cannot un- 
dersell the southern -cotton factories in 
the green leaf, what will they do in the 
gray? It ig in the “long run” that New 
England will be driven to still cheaper 
wages, and finally to a dismantling of 
her mills, except in mills where machin- 
ery is employed for the production of 
special fabrics. 

We have seen during the past four 
years that it ig a very easy matter to 
dislodge established industries. Thous- 
ands have gone to the wall. Even old 
established financial institutions have 
been “dislodged.” Low prices, the result 
of under-consumption will wreck any 
industry, no matter how firmly estab- 
lished, that cannot face the conditions. 

As for cheap folks, any well-informed 
mill manager in New England will tell 
him that the “low wages” of the south 
are really high wages when the climate 
and the ease in which a living is earned 
are taken into consideration. And if our 
mill operatives are really “cheap folks,” 
how is it that their product undersells 
that of the New ‘England mills? 

The Lewiston Journal is published in 
Mr. Dingley’s town, and is no doubt in- 
terested in spreading the delusions on 
which the Dingley law is based; but he 
is away off in his logic in the presence 


of cold facts. 
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Dr. Hepworth’s Armenian Letters. 

The series of letters which Dr. George 
H. Hepworth, one of the _ editorial 
writers of The New York Herald, has 
been sending back from Armenia dur- 
ing the past few weeks are altogether 
different in character from any which 
have yet emanated from that source and 
show up the Turkish sultan to much bet- 
ter advantage. 

The prevailing opinion throughout 
Christendom is that the Turkish sultan 
is responsible for the massacres of Ar- 
menian Christians, but Dr. Hepworth 
fixes the sole responsibility for these 
massacres upon Armenian revolutionists. 
He declares that some two or three hun- 
dred of these revolutionists are wholly 
to blame for all the blood which has 
been shed. Says Dr. Hepworth: 

England has inspired them with the no- 
tion that they are patriotic heroes, and 
thev. have traded on that fact and made 
their living out of it. Mngland is perfectly 
well aware that it would be far easier 
for a camel to go through the eye of a 
needle than for the Armenians to achieve 
autonomy, and her sympathy with profes- 


‘sional revolutionists is simply criminal. As 


for Russia, she guards her frontier with 
sedulous care, except when an Armenian 
with a box of guns wishes to cross, and 
uhen she shuts her eyes and lets him gu. 

While the views of Dr. Hepworth in 
regard to the causes of the Armenian 
massacres are most decidedly at variance 
with all former information relating 
thereto which has come to hand, they 
cannot be lightly brushed aside. As a 
minister of the gospel, representing one 
of the greatest American newspapers, 
the judgment which he has formed of 
the situation during a residence of sev- 
eral weeks in Armenia is. entitled to 
consideration. 
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A Fresh Development. 

There is widespread discontent in 
China over the action of the government 
in consenting to the occupation of Kiao- 
Chou bay by Germany.

Lge If the year were exactly 365% days 
long every fourth year would be leap year 
for all time to come, but the real truth 
is that the year is not exactly S84 days 
long. Its exact length is 366 days, 5 hours, 
48 minutes, 45.51 seconds, lacking, as we 
see, 11 minutes, 14.49 seconds of being 365% 
days. Now these ll minutes 14.49 seconds 
amount to one whole day in about 128 years, 
and unless this extra day were not taken 
into account our entire calendar would in 
time become disarranged with reference to 
the natural seasons. 

It is not convenient to make a correction 
in our calendar at any time except at the 
end of the centuries, and for this reason 
astronomers have agreed to let the error 
run on, as it were, to the end of the cen- 


turies and then take the error into con- 
sideration. 

Now one day. in 128 years is nearly equiva- 
lent to three days in 400 years, and so an 
allowance of three days must be made in 
four hundred years from the common reck- 
oning, and it has been agreed to make this 
allowance only at the end of the centuries. 

Astronomers have adopted the following 
rule for correcting the calendar: 

“Every year the number of which is di- 
visible by four is leap year, excepting the 
last year of each century, which is a leap 
year only when divisible by 400. 

“Thus 1600, 2000, 2400, eic., are leap years, 
and 1700, 1800 1900, 2100, etc., are common 
years. 

“This is the rule adopted by astronomers, 
and for thousands of years it will serve all 
the practical purposes of mankind, but from 
what has been said it will be observed that 
the above rule does not exactly correct the 
error, so that in the centuries to come an- 
other day must be qiken into consideration 
through the accumulation of this very small 
error. #But as this secondary correction 
will not have t6 be made in over three thou- 
sand years the average newspaper reader 
is not particularly interested in it, but he 
may safely leave the matter to the future 
astronomers.

More Hemp and Less Cotton. 


Editor Constitution—There are several 
other crops equally well adapted to the 
Climate and soil of the southern states 
with cotton, but which are not now pro- 
duced simply for want of a systematic ef- 
fort in applying the more modern prac- 
tices to their cultivation. Among these, 
hemp stands in the front rank from the 
facts of the present and rapidly increasing 
demand for the fiber in various manufac- 
tures, and from the ease and simplicity of 
its culture and as a certain crop, despite 
weeds and stones or other enemies. 

No crop is so well adapted to moist soils 
and a moist, hot climate excepting cane 
and rice. Its only enemy is aée_e great 
drought, but only once in thirty years has 
there been a drought which materially in- 
jured the crop. 

Hemp is sown broadcast, all the work be- 
ing done rapidly and by machinery. It 
may be sown very early and during every 
month in the year, while no less severe 
freeze than 10 degrees above zero will kill 
it. Sown in the south in Februdry it is 
ready to cut in June. Sown in April it is 
ready to cut in July. While no other crop 
so abundantly rewards fertilizing and I 
know of none’ promising the enormous 
profits. 

Having grown hemp in every latitude in 
the United States—Minnesota, Iowa, HPli- 
nois, Kentucky, Tennessee, Mississippi, 
Louisiana and Florida—I am prepared to 
say without fear of contradiction that there 
is no crop so universally well adapted to 
all climates and soils, and no other oné 
so susceptible of the great diversity of 
products of manufacture as hemp. In pro- 
portion to fertility, warmth and moisture 
hemp grows most abundantly, six to eight 
feet high in higher latitudes, nine to ten 
feet in Kentucky to fifteen to eighteen feet 
in latitudes of Georgia, Mississippi, Louis- 
lana and Florida. Dr. Stubbs, at the 
sugar experiment station near New Or- 
leans, who has grown hemp for the past 
five years, will bean testimony to the 
truth of the statement regarding Louisiana. 

Hemp ts a native of China, a hot, moist 
climate, and flourishes equally well in the 
United States and furnishes an,equally 
good fiber with the rest of the world. The 
only reason why the American product has 
not sold at the same high prices is that 
the industries of Europe are nurtured and 
encouraged and assisted by ample means 
to investigate every promising tmprove- 
ment and new discovery, while in America 
industries are left to the uncertainty of 
the limited means and limited knowledge 
of individuals in isolated localities without 
opportunities for investigation. Ireland 
has expended millions upon the flax in- 
dustry; Italy has a specially constituted 
board to insure the correct cultivation and 
preparation of hemp, while Russia is now 
expending half a million annually to bring 
her hemp and flax industries up to the 
standard condition of modern practices. 

Hemp flourishes best upon low lands and 
where the climate is hot and moist. It is 
the simplest of all crops to cultivate and 
can be produced at 1 cent a pound under 
favorable conditions. In latitudes of # to 
35 degrees a crop of cowpeas and a crop 
of hemp may be grown the same season, 
affording ample fertility to worn-out 
lands, and a crop of hemp may be grown 
each three months from February to De- 
cember south of that. The cost of the 
work is as follows:

shall supply and furnish all mefrebants 
with such stamps, checks or other devices 


upon application. 
S tMothing herein contained shall be con- 


structed to include, apply or effect existing 
contracts. 

3. Any person violating the provisions of 
this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and shall be punished by fine of not move 
than $1,000 or be imprisened in jail not ex- 
ceeding six months or both in the discre- 
tion of the court. 

4. This act shall be in force from its pas- 
sage. 

A few days later this bill was taken up 
for debate and it was finally referred to 
the committee on courts with insiructiong 
to report an act that will effectually break 


up these trading devices.

A bill has been framed and introduced in 


the legislature of Delaware providing that 
all persons convicted of giving trading 
stamps or their equivalent shal! be subject 
to a fine of not lses than $25 or more than 
$100 and six months’ imprisonment.

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ROSEBUD of a@ girl was the center 
of attraction in the police court yes- 
terday afternoon. She had large, sym- 

pathetic brown eyes, dark hair braided over 
a brow of spotiess white, pink cheeks and 
a dimpled chin, and a smile which was as 
bewitching as the smile of a maiden fair 
could be. 

The beautiful young girl was not the 
prisoner, but she waé, or was supposed to 
be, the leading witness against a youth as 
handsome and as loyal and brave as a 
young Lochinvar.

Lay Unconscious Nearly an Hour—He 


Was Going Down Grade on 
Fair Street. 


While W. F. Brown was spinning along 
on his bicycle last night about 9 o'clock, 
near the corner of Fair and Washington 
streets, the forks of his wheel suddenly 
snapped and the front went from under 
him. He was thrown forward upon his 
face and breast with terrific force, as he was 
riding very fast. The fall upon the belgian 
blocks was so severe that he lay uncon- 
scious for nearly an hour. 

It was thought by those who first found 
him that he was dead or dying, and the 
Grady ambulance was sent for. Vgpon the 
‘ambulance arrived with Call cebouill ution 
wood Brown had regained consciousness, 
and as City Physician Hurt was at the 
Police barracks the injured man was taken 
there. 

The unfortunate rider’s face was covered 
with blood and dirt. Besides the contu- 
sions on his face and hands he was bruised 
about his body and appeared to be suffer- 
ing greatly. 

The city physician dressed his wounds, 
and when Brown was bondaged up ready 
to be sent home he told the following story 
of his disastrous ride: 

“I work for R. J. Robertson at the cor- 
ner of Fraser and Rawson streets, and 
was returning to my home, No. 12 Ella 
street. I was riding on Fair street, and 
when I passed Crew and started on the 
down grade to Washington street I was 
going very fast—about as fast as the bicy- 
cle could carry me. I heard a creaking 
noise and in an instant I felt myself going 
over the bicycle. I felt a terrible shock 
as I struck the hard belgian blocks, and 
then I remembered no more until I opened 
my eyes and saw a crowd standing about 
me. I was told what had happened and 
that the accident had been caused by the 
force of my bicycle breaking. I am aw- 
fully shaken up, but am thankful:that I 
am alive, for I don't see what kept me 
from being killed. If I had fallen on my 
head my neck would have been broken.”’ 

Brown is a married man and has a family.

No. 69 Woodward avenue, 


avery sick man, and the fact that he has 


been the bicycle policeman who has been

The wheelmen who have been on regular 
duty have fared well enough, but the men

The first bicycle call officer was S. B. 
Bankston. He made many calls on his 
wheel, and after a few months he began 
to fail and finally was Jaid up at the Grady 
hospital several weeks. When he recov- 
ered he asked to be relieved from duty on 
a wheel, and his request was granted. 
Cornett was placed at the barracks as a 
wheel call officer. He was looked upon 
as one of the strongest and most able men 
in the department. At first the riding of 


the wheel on long calls seemed a very easy 


task, and he often boasted that he liked 
nothing better. But for the past three or 
four weeks those who have been watching 
him closely eaw that his health was fail- 
ing. A few days ago he complained a 
great deal, and on last Saturday he had to 
take to h'‘s bed. 

Last night the news from Cornett’s bed- 
side was that he was ill with inflammatory 
rheumatism, and to those who knew what 
he had been doing as a policeman the cause 
of his illness waS& very well known. 

From 12 o'clock at noon to 12 o'clock at 
night there have always been two call 
officers on duty at the barracks, and those 
two men used to ride horses, but when 
the bicycles were adopted one of the call 
men was placed on a wWheel. It had al- 
ways been known in police circles that the 
call men had a herd job, and even with the 
horse, those who were detailed to this work 
were often ill. 

When Cornett became the call officer 
with a Ddicycle, he was in the best of 
Lealth, and was placed in that position 
Gn account of his fine physique. Many 
times he had to make long runs in a hurry 
and had to go to fires in the outskirts of 
the city. These long r'des were made up 
steep hills and at a rapid pace. When he 
returned to the barracks he would be per- 
spiring, and this would cause him to take 
cold. From these trips his rheumatism de- 
veloped. 

It is. believed that the position of call 
officer on a wheel will eventually be abol- 
ished.

Colonel Baxter Makes the Fight for 
the Roads and Merchants.

COMPETITION IS PRODUCTIVE OF BENEFITS 
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'Mr. Shaver Conten’s That Trade Cen- 


ters Should Not Have the Advan- 
tage of Lower Rates. 
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HE jnterstate commerce cOmmission’s 
the wholesale merchants of 
Atlanta, Macon, Montgomery, Nach- 
ville, Columbus, Opelika, Birmingham, 
Chattanooga and other large trade centers 
of the south goes steadily on. Another 
battle of Atlanta has been waged for the 
past two duys and the property involved is 
as great as that which Sherman's army 
destroyed thirty-four years ago. 

In this warfare the assaults are not made 
the cities direct, but on the railroads 
which serve them. There are no fireworks 
and very few agpectators. The wholesale 
men who have so much at stake did not 
show any interest in the conflict and all 
yesterday -there was not one presént in 
Judge W. T. Newman's courtroom up in 
the federal building. 

Colonel Ed Baxter and Mr. L. A. Shaver 
concluded their arguments. Mr. Shaver, 
counsel for the interstate commerce com- 
mission, said that the purpose these 
suits was to deprive Atlanta and otter 
‘basing points’’ of the advantages of com- 
petition between railroads and water lines 
which they now enjoy. He did not urge 
that the through rates from the east ard 
West to Atlanta and other distributing 
points should be advanced, but that the 
rates to intermediate points where there is 
no competition should at least 
the level of the basing points, if not 
lower. He @isclaimed in behalf of the com- 
mission any purpose to destroy the revenue 
of the carriers and stated two or three 
times that he would be perfectly willing for 
the roads to earn enough money to pay all 
their running or operating expenses, thelr 
fixed charges, that is the interest on their 
mortgages, and a. fair dividend on their 
stock. Mr. Shaver made it clear that the 
commission was not after the roads 560 
much as after the large cities, which have 
lower rates because of the intense compelti- 
tion than the small points which have only 
one railroad. He declared that the large 
cities have no right to lower rates than the 
small towns at intermediate distances. In 
effect, he said that competition at Atlanta 
ought to be suppressed or if the roads do 
compete and reduce their rates from Cin- 
cinnati they ought to be forced to reduce 
their rates to Adalrsville, Cartersville and 
Marietta.

Colonel Baxter argued that the competi- 
tion between the ratlroads from the west 
was so sharp for Atlanta traffic that rates 
had been forced down almost to cost. Mow 
because the carriers do some business at 
cost or on a small margin of profit is it 
reasonable to require them te do al} their 
business practically at cost? Fie made a 
striking comparison by saying that grocers 
sell sugar, soap, candles and a number of 
other staple articles at cost or sometimes 
below. Would !t be fair, he asked, for the 
court to order grecers to sell coffee, tea, 
preserves and their fancy goods at cost or 
below just because they sold some articles 
at cost? Dry goods merchants sell domes- 
tics, prints and such articles practically at 
cost: Should a court order them to sell 
their foreign dress goods, laces, ribbons, 
hosiery and handkerchiefs at cost? ‘Sup- 
pose a merchant should bring suit against 
a customer for $150 for a sealskin cloak. 
Would {t be a proper defense for the pur- 
chaser to say that the merchant was sell- 
ing domestic at 10 cents a yard and that 
as there was not more than two and a 
half vards of mater’al in the cloak the 
merchant ought not to be entitled to re- 
cover more than 25 cents?’ 

Raitiroads haul some classes of freight 
for a very low rate, he sa:d. Coal and iron, 
for instance, are carried practically at 
cost. Because they do this the commission 
insists that they ought to carry silks, boots 
and shoes, huts and high e'ass articles for 
the same rate or 2t a relativelv low rate. 
And that he thought was the view which 
Judge Severens took of the complaint in the 
Chattanooga case decided last week. 

The rate on grain and hay from Cincin- 
nati to Atlanta is 2 cents per 100 pounds, 
while the rate on dry goods and other ar- 
ticles in the first class is $1.07 100 
pounds. It does not cost much more to 
haul 100 pounds of grain from Cincinnatt! 
to Atlanta than {it cost to hau! 100 pounds 
of silk goods. Why then are the roads al- 
lowed to charges’ more than four times as 
much on first-class on D? The 
articles are carried in the same train, over 
the same rails the same distance at the 
Same time. If they have been carrying 
grain for years from Cincinnati to At- 
lanta for 24 cents per 100 pounds it {s fair 
to presume that this is a reasonable rate 
on grain and affords the roads a reasonable 
profit. The commission does not contend 
that all rates between the game points 
gto be equal. Indeed it has said that 

f the numbered classes of freight were 
hauled at the same rates charged for the 
lettered or 1@w elasses such rates would be 
absurdly low. It would be unjust, there- 
fore, to assume that the low rates, or even 
the average rate, would be reasonable for 
all kinds of freight.

Rates 
are the outcome of all this competition. 
Judge Cooley, ‘when on the commission, 
held that the competition of markets did 
not create such dissimiar circumstances 
and conditions as would justify the car- 
riers in being exempted from the rule re- 
quiring them not to charge any greater 
rate for a short haul than for a Jong one. 
This view was distinetly overruled by the 
supreme “court ofthe United States in the 
Alabama Midland case. 

The interstate commerce act 
passed, said Colonel Baxter, for the pur- 
pose of securing equality in rates, as Judge 
Severens seemed to hold. The purpose of 
that law was to secure reasonable rates 
and it would be unreasonable to give non- 
competitive points the same rates whicn 
competitiye points have. You cannot pick 
up a freight tariff and examine it with- 
out finding numberless instances of in- 
equality and discriminations in rates, but 
it does not follow that these discrimina- 
tions are unjust. Circumstances and con- 
ditions at Atlanta are not substantially 
similar to those existing at local stations. 
As Judge Speer ruled, it 1s not for the 
government to undertake the impossibl« 
and injurious task of making commercial 
advantages of one place equal to those 
of another. It might as well undertake 
to equalize the intellectual powers of its 
peonlc. 

“There should be no attempt to deprive 
a community of its natural advantages or 
those whose legitimate rewards which 
flow from large investments in business, 
industries snd competing systems of trans- 
portation to facilitate and increase com: 
merce. The act to regulate interstate 
commerce has no such purpose.” 


‘' Why Atlanta Grows. 


‘Have the tocal stations in Georgia been 
blighted?” asked Colonel Baxter. “Is it 
fair to cal) Atlanta and Macon favored 
cities? It takes capital and enterprise and 
luck to make a great city. I asked a rall- 
road mamager which city he considered 
the St, tlania or Nashville. He re- 
pitied that Nashville has a better country 
surrounding her, but the Atlanta peo- 
ple have more pluck and push. Is At- 
‘anta to be deprived of that any more 
than of her climate? Has any one picked 
her out to make her prouc and powerful? 
Not at all. Her own peopte have made her 
what she is.” 


All Places on One Footing. 


Judge Newman asked Mr. Shaver if he 
admitted that competition between § car- 
riers was a differenilating circumstance. 

‘Certainly. I have to do it under the 
supreme court's decision in the Alabama 
Midiand’s case,” Mr. Shaver answered. 

The counsel for the commission seemed 
to rest his case on the sections the 
act which pronibited unjust and undue 
preferences: being given to one place above 
another. Te argued that the small towns 
which have only one railroad have to pay 
a relatively high rate, while the wities 
with three to a half dozen lines get cheap- 
er transporation. While he was sp®aking 
on the subject of the rates to the local 
station being unreasonably high in and of 
themselves, he said that the average class 
rate per ton per mile on the southern roads 
was much higher than similar rates in 
trunk line territory. 

Judge Newman asked him how he would 
arrive at the reasonableness of a rate 
in and of itself, and remarked that the 
average rate per ton per mile on the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad, which had been 
given as .935 cents or a little less than one 
cent, was about the average of the average 
rates per ton per mile of a number of 
roads shown on a large sheet suspended 
from a frame right behind him. 


Reasonable Rates Defined. 


“‘We claim that where the average rate 
is from two to six times higher than the 
average for all roads, that is a c!rcum- 
stance going to show that the higher rate 
is unreasonable in and of itself.” He add- 
ed that reasonable rates are such rates 
as will give enough money to the railroads 
- to pay all their operating expenses, their 
fixed charges and a fair dividend on their 
stock. He contended that the testimony 
of the railroad experts that the rates to 
competitive points are reasonable meant 
that they paid a reasonable profit on the 
whole business of operation. Colonel Bax- 
ter had said that what the experts meant 
Was that the rates to competitive points 
paid a reasonable profit simply on that 
business. As an iNustration, he assumed

tion. He quoted Judge Cooley and Mr. A. 
F. Walker, formerly a member of the 
commission, but now chairman of the 
Santa Fe’s executive board, as condemn- 
ing the southern rate system and declared 
that it was injurious to the interior towns. 
He believed that 4 readjustment would 
be better for the large cities, the small 
towns and the railroads. 

At the conclusion of the arguments, 
Judge Newman gave the attorneys leave 
to file briefs in the case.

They have 
long insisted that Savannah needed a new 
Set of fire officials, and thevw backed the 
effort of the Liberal Club to impeach Chief 
McGuire. The insurance men did ret care 
a cent one way or the other which political 
faction controlled Sayannah’s city hall and 
the Offices, but, they were interested in an 
efficient fire department. When they read 
that it was an hour before an engine 
reached the cathedral after the alarm had 
been sounded, they said that they were 
Vindicated. 

The Bay street fire started at 7 o'clock 
at night, and at 11 o'clock the first was 
discovered in the cathedral reof. Two hose 
Wagons went to the Cathedral, but 
engines continued to pump awey on the 
fire down on the bay. ; 

Churches are considered good risks, be- 
Cause they burn slowly, and, if properly 
handied, ought to be saved. The fire start- 
ed in the organ loft and spread to the 
roof.

Henry E. Moody, an elderly white man, 
was arrested yesterday afternoon on a war- 
rant charging bigamy, and is in jail await- 
ing a preliminary hearing before Justice 
Landrum. 

The warrant was sworn out by Mrs. 5S. 
F. Stephens, & neighbor to the Mrs. Moody 
who resides in this city. Mrs. Stephens is 
said to have no interest in the case be- 
yond the wish to see Moody punished. 

The prosecution is represented by Cuyler 
Smith and the defense by Oscar Parker. 
The preliminary hearing has been set for 
4 o'clock Friday afternoon and will- attract 
much attention. The Mrs. Moody who re- 
sides in this city says she married Au- 
gust 15, 1897. The ceremony was perform- 
ed, it is said, by a minister on Marietta 
street and he will probably be a witness 
at the hearing. 

When arrested yesterday Moody asked 
that his wife be provided for, as he had a 
young baby at home. Further than this 
he refused to talk and was sullen when 
addressed by the court. 

Twenty-five years ago Henry FE. Moody, 
then a sturdy young young man still in 
his twenties and the acknowledged beaux 
in his community, is said to have wooed 
and wed Miss Matilda Roberts, then re- 
siding in Paulding’ county. Both were 
young and popular. 

Even the village gossips could find noth- 
ing to say against the union and with 
light hearts and bright prospects the young 
couple started out to stem the tide of 
life together. Both were well-to-do and 
lived the easy Hfe of the prosperous coun- 
try folk. Children came and brightened 
their home. 

Then Henry Moody moved with his fam- 
ily to Tallapoosa, Ga. Here. too, he pros- 
pered, and even now his wife ig reputed 
to be of considerable wealth. Time went 
on and still the man and his wife lived 
happily together. They saw their sons— 
tall, handsome, sturdy fellows—the coun- 
terpart of their father twenty years be- 
fore. The girls left tthe ‘parental 
with the full bloom of youth and health 
on their cheeks to live with the husbands 
of their choice. 

Neither Moody nor his wife were old 
then. She was as loving, tender and trust- 
ing as when he took her from ‘her fa- 
ther’s house, and he was a middle-aged 
man with a prosperous air, and perhaps 
a touch of vanity.

Allanta Girls Debate 
at Lucy Cobb 


Six Lucy Cobb girls crossed swords in 
debate Friday evening at the institute, 
and so evenly were they matched that the 
audience gave nor took odds on the result. 
A large number of Athens and university 
students were present and they entered into 
the contest with as much enthusiasm as 
the debaters. The question, ““Did the con- 
duct of Gonerll and Regan justify —-the 
curses of King Lear,” hinged more or less 
upon justice and its jurisdiction, and, 
therefore, demanded from the girls con- 
siderable acumen and adroitness. The six 
papers presented were decidediy strong, 
and for the most part logical, some indeed 
showing such controversial skill and argu- 
mentative vigor that were the law depart- 
ment of the university opened to women 
such fine material would justify the inno- 
vation, 

The affirmatives proved their command 
of janguage and vivid comparison in their 
scathing denunciation of Shakespeare’s in- 
grates, but were rather nonplused by the 
negatives adding a deeper hue to the Cim- 
merian blackness of these wicked daugh- 
ters of King Lear. Evidently this was not 
the point of attack. They soon, however, 
discovered the weak points of the enemy 
and made magnificent pleas for justice and 
gratitude. Miss Barnes, one of the able 
leaders en this- side, took -oceasion-to con- 
demn in a powerful style the false sym- 
pathy that sends -roses to the jail, and 
bouquets to the scaffold. _ This. -paper 
throughout was one of the most brilliant, 
direct and effective of the debate.

Her arguments, strong and finely put as

THE COUNTY WILL 0O-OPEZATE 


Bridge Committee Will Ascertain How 
Much Work Commissioners 
| ’ will Do. ' | a 


— 


In pursuance of the action of council 
Monday afternoon in passing a resolution 
instructing the street committee to ascer- 
tain from the county commissioners what 
part of the work they are willing to do 
to widen Whitehall street, Alderman 
Mitchell, of the street committee, will se- 
cure an audience with the county board 
as’ soon as possible. 

An effort will be made to materialize the 
movement in the very near future and it 
is probable the county commissioners will 
hold a special session within the next few 
days for the consideration of this topic. 
There is little doubt that the county 
board will cheerfully co-operate with the 
city in any reasonable agreement to fur- 
ther this improvement. 

The outlook for widening the street is 
brighter than ever before, Nearly all the 
property owners on the thoroughfare have 
deeded the city the necessary five foot 
frontage. Few are still objecting, but it 
is believed they will consent in the long 
run. 

Council appears to be in favor of widen- 
ing the street, and Chairman Mitchell and 
the bridge committée will work to that 
end. When the work is completed, White- 
hall street will then be one of the most 
beautiful and attractive driveways in the 
city, forming the missing link between 
the chert road to the barracks and Last 
Point to the center of the city. 

The resolution introduced Monday after- 
noon by Councilman LaHatte and unantl- 
mously passed was as follows: 

‘*Resolved by the mayor and general coun- 
cil of the city of Atlanta, That the. street 
committee be and is hereby instructed to 
confer with the county commissioners for 
the purpose of arriving at a dennite un- 
derstanding as to what will be done by 
the county in the widening of Whitehall 
street. : 

“Resolved further, That the committee 
report the result of the cenference io the 
next meeting ef council In the shape cf a 
resolution embodying its recommenda- 
Lions.”’ 

It is probable that the resolution of- 
fered by Councilman Howard +to raise 
the grade on Edgewood avenue between 
Piedmont avenue and Butler streets will 
not be passed. The matter was referred to 
the street committee, but as the work would 
cost in the neighborhood of $30,000, and 
the city has not the money, the outlook 
for this improvement is rather ' gloomy.
